SOME  THOUGHTS  ON  EXHIBITS 
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By  Fred  Borgmann  - WNWA 

Having  been  both  an  ex- 
hibitor and  judge  in  the 
past,  I have  come  to  the 
following  conclusion  about 
exhibiting* 

Exhibitor  types  run  from 
trophy  hunters  to  compulsive 
ecucators,  and  whatever 
their  motives,  the  bottom 
line  is  that  we  all  benefit 
to  some  degree  from  their 
efforts.  In  theory,  the  po- 
tential benefits  should  be 
almost  unlimited,  in  reality 
however,  the  actual  benefit 
is  only  a fraction  of  what 
it  could  and  should  be.  The 
cost  of  exhibiting  in  time 
and  money  is  huge,  with 
large  amounts  of  cash  tied 
up  in  the  numismatic  mater- 
ial on  display,  and  to  as- 
semble this  material  and 
design  the  display  requires 
many  long  hours.  Travel  to 
shows  entails  risks  of  loss 
from  accidents  and  theft, 
and  the  ever  increasing  ex- 
pense of  transportation, 
lodging,  and  insurance  are 
even  larger  since  exhibits 
and  exhibitors  must  stay  for 
the  entire  show  which  in  the 
case  of  the  ANA  can  be  a 
full  week. 

When  all  is  said  and 
done  what  does  the  exhibitor 
have  to  show  for  his  ef- 
forts? A trophy  if  lucky, 
and  the  personal  satisfac- 
tion one  gets  from  doing  a 
good  deed,  but  in  most  cases 
a week  or  two  later  only  the 


exhibitor  will  be  able  to 
remember  the  exhibit  - a 
tragic  waste! 

In  the  future,  why  don*t. 
we  all  get  together  and  pub- 
lish exhibits?  An  exhibit  is 
usually  an  already  complete 
article  that  could  be  pub- 
lished as  is  or  with  only 
slight  additions  and  revis- 
ions to  the  existing  test. 
All  that  is  really  needed  is 
to  photograph  the  material 
and  then  publish  it  some- 
where. The  "somewhere"  would 
not  be  much  of  a problem 
since  most  hobby  publica- 
tions aire  always  looking  for 
good  material  to  fill  their 
pages. 

The  advantage  of  pub- 
lishing exhibits  is  that  a 
hundred  years  from  now,  long 
after  the  exhibit  has  been 
broken  up  and  the  exhibitor 
has  passed  away,  his  exhibit 
will  live  on  in  print.  Fut- 
ure numismatists,  histori- 
ans, and  researchers  will 
still  be  able  to  use  and 
benefit  from  the  exhibit  be- 
cause someone  had  the  fore- 
sight to  publish  it.  The 
choice  we  face  is  simple: 
Will  our  efforts  continue  to 
be  wasted  and  forgotten  or 
will  they  achieve  a degree 
of  immortality?

HARD  TIMES  TOKENS 
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ANOTHER  LOOK 
By  Scott  Arends 

Collecting  tokens  has 
always  been  an  adventure  to 
me.  Consider  Low  .^17,  which 
was  the  first  Hard  Times 
token  I acquired  about  ten 
years  ago,  and  notice  the 
motto,  "Illustrious  I follow 
in  the  steps  of  my  predeces- 
sor". What  remarkable  resem- 
blance to  our  current  "hard 
times"  of  today.  With  a lit- 
tle imagination,  one  could 
change  it  by  replacing  the 
running  "donkey"  with  a 
pachyderm.  These  enterpris- 
ing experiments  were  silly, 
poignant,  sometimes  indis- 
creet, but  they  had  a pur- 
pose . 

Ordinary  people  of  those 
times  expressed  themselves 
with  the  same  emotions  we 
have  today,  almost  for  the 
same  reasons.  Like  most 
collectors  of  Presidential 
medals,  I got  my  Reagan  In- 
augural Medal  possibly  thin- 
king that  this  man  can  cha- 
nge things  and  give  us  hope. 
Now  I wonder  if  maybe  I*ve 
collected  a hard  times  token 
instead.  Consider  the  other 
side  of  Low  #1?.  A tortoise 
with  a safe  on  its  back  and 
the  motto  "Executive  Experi- 
ment-Fiscal Agents-1837" • My 
favorite  part  is  "sub-treas- 
ury". inscribed  on  the  safe. 
Things  moved  slowly  in  the 
political  arena  of  the  day. 
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especially  in  economic  and 
monetary  policies.  Bits  of 
copper,  what  can  be  more  in- 
significant than  token  cur- 
rency? 

Lincoln  ' pennies  have 
changed.  Zinc  IS  cheaper 
than  copper.  I agree  totally 
v/ith  cutting  back  and  saving 
a few  dollars  here  and 
there.  Since  1965j  most  of 
our  coinage  went  to  "token" 
money  with  little  or  no  face 
value.  Just  another  pleasant 
reminder  that  tokens  are  fun 
to  collect,  whether  modern 

or  19th  century.  I prefer 
hard  times  tokens,  because 
they  have  imagination,  his- 
tory, and  reflect  our  cou- 
ntry expanding,  flexing  its 
muscles  and  willing  to  be 
daring. 

Why  should  1982  be  diff- 
erent? As  a collector  of 
hard  times  tokens,  I learn 
that  patience  is  the  rule 
and  finding  the  always  elu- 
sive piece  is  an  adventure. 
Applying  this  thinking  today 
I can  understand  why  it  tal^- 
es  a long  time  for  our  coun- 
try to  find  answers  and 
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collectors  or  Congressmen 
who  are  adventurous  enough 
to  do  something  about  chan- 
ge. "Alas,  from  copper  coins 
do  we  find  our  scorn  and 
displeasure ..  .why  not  blajne 
our  woes  on  the  lowly  cent"! 
Looking  back  at  those  "hsird 
times"  can  we  not  also  learn 
something  to  guide  us  now? 
We  have,  we  are,  and  lets  do 
it  some  more. 

xokens  represent  a prom- 
ise for  payment  or  revolu- 
tion, like  election  plat- 
forms, and  they  advertise, 
like  billboards.  Collections 
are  assembled  for  beauty, 
history,  and  today,  mostly 
for  value. _ Studying  hard 
times  tokens  gives  me  the 
chance  to  explore,  and  the 
desire  to  leairn  more.  Late- 
ly, collecting  modern  coins, 
medals,  and  tokens  has  taken 
on  a different  light.  These 
pieces  just  don*t  seem  in- 
teresting enough.  I can*t 
believe  that  laziness  or 
indifference  has  taken  its 
toll.  But  I*m  confident  that 
with  a lot  of  study  AND 
action,  things  will  be  diff- 
erent. I hope  we  won't  have 
to  resort  to  "Civil  War" 
tokens  just  to  mal^e  change. 

"MILLIONS  FOR  DEFENSE  - 
NOT  ONE  CENT  FOR  TRIBUTE".  A 
catchy  phrase  still  applic- 
able today.  Why  not  "MILL- 
IONS FOR  SPACE  - NOT  ONE 
CENT  FOR  NUKES"?  We  had  ^ 
beautiful  device  on  the  dol- 
lar coins  of  the  eagle  land- 
ing on  the  moon.  I propose 
the  Space  Shuttle  in  orbit 
over  the  grand  U.S.  of  A,  or 


several  Washington  pieces  of 
various  denominations  for 
circulation  along  with  the 
"collector"  pieces  to  be  of- 
fered. After  all,  space  is 
the  new  frontier  and  250th 
sinniversaries  only  come 
once . 

The  heird  times  of  today 
affect  our  lives  in  profound 
ways,  but  should  this  stop 
us  from  collecting  or  even 
creating  new  images  to  ex- 
press our  desires  and  our 
concerns?  Someday  I hope  to 
find  some  of  those  elusive 
pieces  for  my  collection  so 
I can  learn  and  grow  in 
their  pursuit.

With 
these  momentous  words,  the 
"Nebraska  Cyclone",  'William 
Jennings  Bryan  whirled  his 
way  into  contention  for  the 
Democratic  nomination  for 
President  in  1896.  This  was 
a Presidential  race  that 
rhetorically  pitted  the  com- 
mon man  against  the  magnates 
of  Wall  Stre^^t,  and  as  an 
offshoot  created  a fascinat- 
ing arrs^  of  campaign  memor- 
abilia not  the  least  of 
which  was  a series  of  anti- 
free silver  tokens  ’^nown  as 


Bryan *s  1896  campaign 
was  centered  around  an  ill 
conceived  but  wel''  meaning 
belief  that  if  the  Govern- 
ment returned  to  the  free 
and  unlimited  coinage  of 
silver,  at  the  legal  ratio 
to  golfi  of  16  to  1,  not  only 
would  silver  return  to  par- 
ity with  gold  (by  18P6  the 
silver  dollar  carried  a gold 
value  of  only  53  cents),  but 
the  cheaper  money  created  by 
the  unlimited  coinage  of 
silver  v/euld  hol.r  to  restore 
farm  produce  nrices  and 
bring  an  enb  to  the  severe 
farm  degression  that  plagued 
the  nation. 

By  the  July  7,  1896 
opening  ef  the  Democratic 
National  Convention,  held  in 
Chicago,  the  i^ree  ^ilver 
Democrats,  ‘'ed  by  Pichard 
"^i"’ver  ^ick"  Bland  and  "The 
Bey  Orator  of  the  Platte," 
William  Jennings  Bryan,  were 
organized  into  a potent  po- 
litical faction  that  was 
able  to  wrest  control  of  the 
convention  away  from  the 
Gold  Democrats,  and  to 
secure  the  party *s  support 
for  a p'latform  that  demanded 
a return  to  the  "free  and 
unlimited  coinage  of  both 
silver  and  go‘>  d at  the  pre- 
sent ratio  of  i6  to  l." 

Chosen  to  deliver  the 
final  convention  sneech  for 
the  majority  planlc  favoring 
freo  silver,  Bryan  hurried 
to  the  platform  where  he  un- 
leashed his  tremendous  ora- 
torical skills-  and  with  a 
keen  sense  of  timing,  he 
worked  the  partisan  crowd 
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into  a wanting,  frenzied 
state  to  the  T^oint  where 
they  ’’seemed  to  rise  and  sit 
down  as  one  man”  and  ’’acted 
as  a trained  choir”,  ye] ling 
and  shouting  their  apnroval 
at  the  end  of  each  sentence. 
Bryan’s  tirade  against  the 
gold  standard  brought  on 
wild  demonstrations  in  the 
nacked  ^artisan  hall,  and  it 
s^on  became  evident  to  all 
that  the  -^arty  had  a nev/ 
leader  for  their  rightwous 
cause . 

After  winning  the  nom- 
ination on  the  fifth  ballot 
Bryan,  displaying  more  zeal 
and  dedication  than  any  -nre- 
vious  Presidential  candi- 
date. set  out  on  the  first 
of  four  cross-country  ’’whis- 
tle stop”  campaign  trips 
that  revolutionized  politi- 
cal campaigning.  While  pro- 
gold, Republican  Governor 
William  McKinley  ran  his  own 
well  financed,  but  dull 
’’front  porch”  campaign,  from 
his  home  in  Ohio,  the  Boy 
Orator  rolled  out  of  Chicago 
on  the  back  of  a train  to 
become  the  first  Presiden- 
tial candidate  ever  to  tra- 
vel across  the  country  to 
meet  the  voters.  Often 
forced  to  buy  his  own  train 
tickets,  meals,  and  to  tote 
his  own  luggage,  the  baggy 
pants  orator  from  Nebraska 
took  his  campaign  through 
tv/enty  nine  states,  and  de- 
livered more  than  six  hund- 
red speeches  to  an  estimated 
five  million  people.

Bryan  traveled  mainly  5 
through  rural  areas  where  : f 
support  for  free  silver  was 
the  strongest,  and  he  gener- 
ally  drew  large  and  enthus-  .i 
iastic  crowds  who  would 
arrive  for  his  speeches  ^ j 
decked  out  in  the  full  pan- 
oply  of  the  campaign  includ-  ' 
ing  the  familiar  hats, 
buttons  and  signs.  Besides 
the  normal  campaign  trapp- 
ings,  Bryan  was  frequently  : 
greeted  by  various  unique  ’ 
representations  of  the  bi-  ^ : 
metallic  ratio,  including  a 
carriage  drawn  by  sixteen 
white  horses  and  a yellow  ' 
one;  sixteen  young  ladies 
dressed  in  white  gowns  and 
one  in  yellow;  or  by  the 
gift  of  sixteen  white  chrys- 
anthemums and  a yellow  one. 
Bryan  was  the  recipient  of  . i 
thousands  of  gifts,  includ- 
ing  gold  canes,  thorn  canes, 
lucky  coins,  lucky  stones, 
and  even  a silver  Waterbury  f ; 
pocket  watch  presented  to  |v' 
him  by  a Connecticut  suppor-  I- 
ter  who  thought  it  was  em- 
barrassing  for  Brysin  to  have  ; ' 
to  carry  a gold  pocket  watch 
while  giving  a silver 
speech. 

William  McKinley,  and 
the  ’’goldbugs”,  dreaded  the  ' 
thought  of  returning  to  a 
bimetallic  standard  at  a > 
time  when  most  of  Europe  had 
adopted  a gold  standard. 
They  feared  that  an  inde-  ' • 
pendent  return  to  the  free 
coinage  of  silver  by  the 
United  States  would  drain  ' 
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the  country  of  its  gold  re- 
serves, flood  it  with  the 
cheaper  metal,  ruin  the  ;.mr- 
chasing  power  of  the  dollar 
and  above  all  furthur  weaken 
the  already  denr^^ssion  rid- 
den economy,  it  was  not  sur- 
prising, therefore,  that  the 
Republicans  launched  an  all 
out  attack  on  Bryan *s  integ- 
rity and  on  free  silver. 


Besides  lc.be ling  Bryan  as  a 
"demagogue",  and  as  a "trai- 
tor to  the  Republic",  gold 
advocates  circulated  metal 
tokens,  more  commonly  known 
as  "Bryan  >!nney",  in  order 
to  enlighten  the  voters  t^ 
the  dangers  ^f  free  silver. 

These  -nieces  of  politic- 
al propaganda  can  be  divided 
into  two  basic  categories — 
com-narative  and  satirical. 
The  comparative  to’-^ens  were 
generally  made  by  Eastern 
silversmiths  such  as  Tiffany 
& Company,  and  Gerhara  Manu- 
facturing Company,  as  wel''. 
as  by  at  least  ene  Milwaukee 
firm  named  Spaulding  and 
Company.  The  tokens  were 
roughly  two  inches  in  diame-

coin  silver  to  show  hov/  lar- 
ge the  si'iver  do'' lar  would 
have  to  become  for  it  to 
contain  one  dollar's  worth 
of  the  precious  metal. 

In  centrast  to  the  com- 
parative tokens,  the  satiri- 
cal "Bryan  Money"  are  gener- 
ally of  lesser  quality  hav- 
ing been  cast  from  base 
metals  such  as  iron  and 
aluminum.  These  tokens  were 
sold  as  campaign  souvenirs 
and  Paperweights,  and  came 
in  various  denominations  in- 
cluding 10^.  and  $1.  Of 
these,  the  ^ne  dollar  token, 
amateurishly  designed  to 
resemble  the  Morgan  ‘^oiiaj', 
was  the  m^st  prevalent,  and 
measured  anywhere  fr^m  3?  to 
5 inches  in  diameter  (the 
largest  of  these  were  knov/n 
as  "stove  gridd‘>es",  "whal- 
es" and  "pie  plates"''  and 
weighed  up  to  a hefty  2:8 
ounces . 

The  satirical  "Bryan 
Money"  is  aptly  classified 
for  its  humorous  and  sar- 
castic legends.  "Popular 
qui^s  were  "IN  BRYAN  V/^ 
TRUST  FOR  THE  ^THER  /^?CT^"; 
"FROM  THE  .SILVER  MINS^  OF 
THE  BUNOO  STATE";  and  "IN 
MCKINLEY  WE  TRUST,  TN  BRYAN 
WE  BUST".  One  of  this  series 
most  creative  pieces  v/as  a 
dime  denomination  t^ken, 
which  carried  as  the  central 
device  a donkey-headed  go^se 
with  "POR"  on  its  body.  to 
symbolize  the  unity  between 
the  Democrats  and  the  Popu- 
lists, surrounded  by  the 
Ipgend  "UNIT"'D  SNANE'^-  OF 
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AMERICA". 

After  fourteen  weeks  <^f 
exhaustive  campaigning  Bryan 
returner^  to  his  Nebraska 
home  to  recuperat*^,  and  to 
awciit  the  outcome  of  the 
election.  This  was  to  be  the 
closest  the  "Silver-Tongued 
Orator"  ever  came  to  being 
elected  President,  in  three 
senarate  attempts,  and  it 
marked  the  end  of  the  free 
silver  crusa<^e.  The  ghost  of 
free  silver,  once  again 
championed  by  Bryan,  arose 
to  make  one  last  belabored 
appearance  in  1900,  but  it 
was  only  a faint  shadow  of 
its  former  self  and  upon  its 
being  layed  to  rest  the  New 
York  World  proclaimed,  "not 
since  the  fall  of  Richmond 
have  patriotic  Americ^ans  had 
so  much  cause  for  rejoic- 
ing" •

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OLD  FORT  SILVER 
EX-MILW.  S-136

In  the  period  between 
1967  when  the  first  copies 
of  my  book,  Trade  Tokens  of 
Wisconsin,  reached  the  token 
collecting  hobbiest,  and  the 
ten  year  supplement  publica- 
tion in  1977,  a number  of 
maverick  type  tokens  (no 
city  or  state  listed  on  the 
token)  have  been  relisted  to 
new  homes.  Just  how  these 
relistings  came  about  is  a 
series  of  unique  occurrenc- 
es, though  most  often  throu- 
gh feedback  from  fellow  cat- 
alogers.  The  relisting  of 
Milwaukee  S-I36  is  a bit 
more  interesting,  and  the 
story  of  the  old  fort  itself 
is  facinating! 

In  1978,  our  family  was 
invited  to  the  wedding  of 
the  daughter  of  close  per- 
sonal friends  in  the  rural 
area  of  Sheboygan  County 
Wisconsin.  Our  friends  re- 
side in  Waldo,  Wisconsin 
(Pop.  200)  a bedroom  commun- 
ity for  nearby  Sheboygan, 
and  the  huge  Kohler  plumbing 
company  on  that  city’s  out- 
skirts. Our  friends  had  ex- 
perienced a problem  finding 


suitable  facilities  for  a 
sit-down  meal  aind  reception 
for  the  newlyweds.  This 
"wedding  reception"  site 
problem  is  common  to  nearly 
all  small  rural  Wisconsin 
communities,  especially  wh- 
ere Church  basement  dining 
is  not  possible. 

The  site  chosen  was  a 
fine  supper  club,  "Old  Fort 
Silver",  in  the  hamlet  of 
Silver  Creek  about  20  miles 
from  the  Church  site  near 
the  community  of  Random 
Lake,  and  about  that  dist- 
ance from  the  bride’s  home. 

Our  attendance  at  the 
happy  event  was  our  first 
visit  to  Old  Fort  Silver, 
and  with  it  caime  the  recoll- 
ection of  the  trade  check, 
which  had  been  attributed  to 
the  "Old  Fort  Silver"  in 
Milwaukee,  another  Inn  of 
note . 

The  Old  Fort  Silver  of 
Silver  Creek  has  a pedigree 
that  dates  back  to  1860, 
when  a dance  platform  was 
built  at  a wooded  site  near 
Silver  Creek  by  German  im- 
migrants who  had  settled  the 
area  a few  years  earlier. 
Open  air  dances  were  held 
here  for  ten  years,  then  the 
platform  was  moved  to  the 
present  site,  which  later 
evolved  into  the  present  log 
building  starting  in  1893* 
Several  owners  used  and  re- 
modeled the  1893  building, 
but  Erhardt  Voeks  was  the 
man  who  revived  the  old 
building  and  made  it  look 
like  it  does  today.  It  took 
nine  years  in  the  early 


m 
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1900s  for  Voeks  to  remodel 
the  ’’-Fort”  as  it  was  already 
called,  and  1200  large  logs, 
which  he  sought  out  in  the 
lumber  camps  of  North  East- 
ern Wisconsin.  The  logs  were 
floated  down  river  smd 
stream  to  near  Wausaukee, 
then  trucked  to  the  site. 
Some  of  the  logs  were  three 
feet  in  diameter  and  twenty 
feet  long,  and  each  had  to 
be  adzed  and  notched  before 
being  set  into  place.  To  aid 
in  placing  the  heavy  logs, 
an  inclined  plame  was  set 
up,  and  the  logs  rolled  up 
into  place,  where  they  drop- 
ped into  the  proper  notches. 
The  horse  stable  in  the 
early  building  became  the 
present  dining  room,  and  the 
rustic  fireplace  was  added 
at  this  time. 


Die  striking  on  the 
Voeks  token  dates  it  to 
early  post  prohibition,  and 
the  old  fort  has  changed 
hands  several  times  since 
the  builder  owned  and  oper- 
ated the  tavern  dancehall. 
The  heavy  building  implanted 
in  the  hill  no  longer  uses 
tokens  but  retains  its  early 
1900  charm  with  hand  carved 
logs  still  marked  with  logg- 
ing identification,  and  100 
year  old  chandeliers  which 
once  flickered  with  kerosene 
flame .
